GOVERNOR BRANDON FAC- 
ING FINANCIAL PROBLEM. 
—Oo— 

Governor W. W. Brandon 
has a financial problem on his 
hands and that is to make both 
ends meet for sometime to 
come. The new governor went 
into office with a balance in 
the state treasury as of Janu- 
ary 15, in the general fund of 
$44,000.38. He had in addi- 
tion to cash on hand of $1,- 
127,775.66. Unfortunately it 
was not stated at the time, but 
of this latter cash on hand 
amount there was due the 
highway commission from the 
sale of highway bonds $1,083,- 
775.28. 

While the total amount of 
money creditable to the gener- 
al fund of the state on January 
15 was only $44,000.88 the 
preceding administration had 
issued warrants against the 
general fund to the amount of 
$668,069.65. This left Bran- 
don administration with the 
problem of making $44,000.38 
pay warrants to the amount of 
$668,069.95. In the nature of 
things this cannot be done so 
Governor Brandon has _ had 
added to his head one or two 
more gray hairs in addition to 
those which have been padded 
by the legislative situation and 
the applications for public of- 
fice. 

There has been abroad the 
mistaken idea that the new 
governor had a surplus in the 
treasury of over $1,000,000. 
He did have this amount in 
cash, but the great portion of 
it was money belonging to the 
highway department for the 
sale of bonds. After the high- 
way department got what was 
coming to it the new governor 
had less than $50,000 to oper- 
ate on. In addition to this the 
larger portion of the advalor- 
em taxes of the state have al- 
ready been paid into the state 
treasury. 

It will be the policy of Goy- 
ernor Brandon, so it is said, to 
pay every salary warrant of 
every employe of the sthte. He 
does not propose for the em- 
ployes of the state to have to 
discount their pay warrant at! 
the windows of Montgomery, 
banks. It is understood to be} 
his general purpose to make 
such arrangements as will en- 
able state employes to get 
thei money. 

Governor Brandon will have 
some money coming in all of 
the time, notably from the con- 
vict department, franchise 
taxes, insurance department 
and other miscellaneous sour- 
ces. His main problem now 
is to tide over until he can get 
enough money to meet the 
state's obligations. In this 
conneetion it may be mention- 
ed that when Governor Bran- 
don assumed office there was 
due the various trust funds of 
the state $2,349,562.11. Over 
one million of this amount must 
eventually be paid out of the 
general fund of the treasury.

31.50|~—Disregarding the request of 
1.00| the administration that all bills

session, the house of represen- 
tatives Wednesday afternoon 
passed Representative Session’s 
bill requiring the election of 
Coffee county superintendent 
of education by the people.

Speaker Merrill voted 
against it. 

Representative C. S. Culver, 
of Etowah, chairman. of the 
educational committee, oppos- 
ed the passage of the bill and 
told the house, Governor Bran- 
don had requestad him to say 
that the executive believed all 
educational measures should 
be carried to the adjourned 
session so a recess committtee 
may give the proper consider- 
ation ‘to them. 

Representative J. Lee Long 
of Butler declared that this is 
the first time in his knowledge 
that one member had objected 
to the passage of a purely local 
bill. He said it is an unwrit- 
ten law of the house that a 
member may pass a bill affect- 
ing his own county unless there 
is objection by another member 
of his own delegation or he is 
a republican representative 
and the democrats of his coun- 
ty do not want the bill. “If 
the governor doesn’t like the 
bill he has the power under the 
constitution of placing his veto 
upon it,” said Representative 
Long. 

tepresentative Cook of Wil- 
cox, followed Mr. Long with 
the declaration that even the 
governor shouldn’t put mem- 
bers in his pocket.” He said 
we local bills should be respec- 
ed. 


representative Sessions told 
the house he was elected on a 
platform which called for the 
election of the county superin- 
tendents by direct vote of the 
people. “The people of my 
county and the teachers of my 
county want this bill passed at 
the earliest possible moment,” 
said Mr. Sessions.

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TWO HELD BY JUDGE 
IN MURDER HEARING 
AT OPP LAST WEEK 


Opp Messenger says: 

Arnie Short, and Monk Mey- 
ers, Were each bound over to 
Circuit Court without bail by 
Judge E. Y. Adams late Wed- 
nesday night in connection with 
the killing two weeks ago of 
Joseph Cook, at Poley, three 
miles from Opp.

IN ELECTRIC CHAIR 


Little Rock, Ark., Feb. 2.— 
Walking to the electric chair 
unassisted and without display- 
ing any signs of emotion, four 
convicted slayers paid the 
death penalty for their crimes 
at the Arkansas penitentiary 
early today. This was said to 
be the largest number of exe- 
cutions to be carried out on one 
day in the history of the state. 

The first to be strapped in 
the chair was Duncan Richard- 
son, who, with two others, was 
convicted of the murder of Ira 
N. Culp, a farmer near Wil- 
mot, Ark. He was followed 
by Ben Richardson and F. G. 
Bullen who were convicted of 
the same crime. The fourth 
man to be executed was Will 
Debord, who was convicted of 
killing Mr and Mrs. W. M. Sils- 
by in Stone county, Ark, 

When Dunean Richardson 
walked into the death chamb- 
er, the apparatus was not yet 
ready, and after a pleasant 
“good morning” to the attend- 
ants, he began to inspect the 
death machine. As he ap- 
proached the switch board the 
executioner moved quickly a- 
way, but Richardson said to 
him: “Don’t be afraid of me. 
I would as soon have you to do 
it as any one.” With that

Ozark, Ala., Feb. 3.—Mur- 
dock Martin, negro, confined 
in the Dale county jail charged 
with carnal knowledge, attem- 
pted suicide about 1 o’clock to- 
day by cutting his throat with 
a razor.

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THE CHiLD AND HIS 
RIGHTS IN THE HOME. 


(The following paper by 
Zev. Chas. H. Germon, pastor 
of the Baptist Church, was 
read at a recent meeting of the 
Parent-Teacher Association. It 
is a most. timely subject and 
we publish it in the hope that 
some good may be derived 
from its reading.—Ed. ) 

The future destiny of the na- 
tion depends upon the children 
of today. They are citizens in 
the making. This is a pro- 
gressive age, and customs and 
methods of twenty-five years 
ago, to say nothing of fifty or 
a hundred years ago, will not 
meet the needs of today, neith- 
er wil the methods and cus- 
toms of today, meet the needs 
twenty-five years hence. The 
child of today, needs to be 
placed in a position, and sur- 
rounded with influences, that 
will enable him to fit into this 
progressive development that 
is continually going on, thereby 
preparing him to assume the 
yesponsibilities and ~ discharge 
the obligations that are sure to 
come to him at no great distant 
day. 


The above statement of facts 


places a great responsibility 
upon the parents of today. The 
child is in the home, not of his 
own choosing, and this fact on- 
ly makes the obligations great- 
er. The child is entitled to ev- 
erything that will enable him 
to live a well rounded, useful 
and successful life in this 
world, thereby preparing him 
for the life beyond the grave. 
The Bible tells us to, ‘Train a 
child in the way he should go, 


and when he is old, he will not} 


depart from it.” It doesn't 
mean partial or one-sided train 
ing, but full training along all 


lines necessary. to make him 
what he ought to be. 

I. He should have the prop- 
er physical exercise. So many 


people in life ave at a disad-| 


vantage because of phy sical 
disability. He should be 
taught to work, thereby secur- 
ing ability for production and 
learning the value of property, 
but work alone is not the best

Coffee County in their regular 
session at Elba this week pass- 
ed resolutions calling for an 
lection to determine whether 
the county shall issue Bonds 
for the purpose of paying off 
outstanding indebtness, and al- 
so to take care of some $10,- 
000 worth of bonds which are 
now past due. 

The election has been called 
for Monday, March 19, 1923, 
and members composing the 
appointing board to appoint 
managers will be instructed to 
name those officers. 

As we understand the pro- 
position the Court has already 
made satisfactory sale of the 
bonds should the people of the 
county ratify the proposition 
by their vote at the special elec 
tion. The buyers of the bonds 


Mr. W. L. Barker, of Anda-|agree to pay one and a_ half 
lusia, was a visitor at Elba the|above par for the bonds, and 


also to bear all expenses of the 
transaction except the payment 
of the election officers. 

The price offered for th@ 
bonds is considered most satis- 
factory as other counties have 
sold bonds at considerably less 
than par, and some just a little 
above par. 

While the exact amount of 
the outstanding indebtness of 
the county is not yet known, it 
is estimated that it will reach 
around $90,000. Should the 
bond issue carry, only enough 
of the bonds will be sold to 
take care of this indebtness. 

Following is the resolution 
as it was passed by the court: 

WHEREAS, Coffee County, 
Alabama, has outstanding at 
tho present time approximate- 
ly $90,000 of legally issued 
warrants, ard whereas, it will 
be inconvenient for the County 
to pay said warrants when the 
same fall due, and it desires to 
fund the same by issuing bonds, 

THEREFORE, it is resolved 
that the County shall issue 
$90,000 or such amount as 
may be necessary (not exceed- 
ing $90,000) of 80-year, 6 per 
cent Funding bonds for the 
purpose of paying off and fund 


rants of the county. 


FURTHER RESOLVED that 
the funding bonds shall bear 
interest at the rate of 6 per 
cent per annum ;shall be dated 
April 1st, 1923, interest pay- 


able semi-annually, and that 
both principal and _ interest 


shall be payable at the Han- 
over National Bank in the City 
of New York in gold coin of the 
United States of America of 
the present standard of weight 
and fineness. 

FURTHER RESOLVED that 
an election shall be called in 
the County of Coffee, Alabama 
and notice of said election 
shall be duly given by publi- 
cation in the People’s Tribune, 
a newspaper published in this 
County once a week for three 
consecutive’ weeks which notice 
shall state that the election 
will be held on the 19th day of 
March, 1923, the place fop 
holding the same, amount of 
the proposed bond issue, maxi- 
mum rate of interest proposed 
to be paid, and the time for 
which the bonds shall run, and 
the purpose for which they are 
issued. Such notice shall be 
signed by the Probate Judge. 


FURTHER RESOLVED that 
the Probate Judge, Circuit 
Clerk and Sheriff of Coffee 
County, Alabama, shall be noti 
fied in writing of the calling of 
such election, repuesting that 
said Probate Judge, Circuit 
Clerk and Sheriff shall appoint 
[thee managers and one re- 
turning officer to conduct the 
election in each beat or polling 
pl&ce in the county and that 


the’ managers appointed by’ 


said officers shall, if ‘practica- 
ble, be one person who is 
known to be in favor of the is- 
sue of said bonds and one per~ 
son who is opposed to issuance 
of said bonds, and said manag- 
ers shall be qualified electors 
at said election. 


Upon motion, the Commis- 


sioners Court voted unanimous- 


ly in favor of the above resolu- 
tion.
